Try as we may, the conclusion cannot be escaped that| 
the framérs of the Bank of Canada repmt on the finances ce ‘the: ape 


Province wrote it with their tongues in their cheeks, 


Following investigations in Manitoba ,and Saskatche- 


wan, the Bank's official recommended temporary financial ‘assis- wi 


tance to our two sister Provinces in subsiantial sums, 

Premier Aberhart requestec a similar investigation on. 
behalf of this province. He knew, as well as we do, that Al- 
berta’s financial situation is worse than «that of the other two 
Prairie. Provinces, in fact, almost desperate, ‘ 

Without a doubt the. Premier concluded that if that 
could be proved, then it must naturally follow that this Province 
would be equally entitled to temporary assistance. In this he 
seems to have reckoned wthout his host. 7 

Because the Provincial Government Nad put into ef- 
fect a fifty per cent cut in interest rates as from June Ist, 1936, 
thereby effecting some considerable saving,‘was the main reason 
why the Bank could not recommend assistance. Bunk! 

Are we wrong, or did the Bankers forget that this 
self same interest cut had been declared ultra vires by the Courts? 
Or are they relying on the validity of a subsequent Statute de- 
signed to effect the same purpose, but obviously open to the same 
‘objecton? And did they point out now many had refused to w.- 
cept the cut and are still looking to the Province to mect :t's inter- 
est obligations in full? 

In this instance, if this is politics, the Bank Officials 
have rather over-played their hand, and have laid themsel ‘es “ ide 
cpen to what prima facie seems to be a well-founded charge of 
plain discrimination.

It is clear that if the local merchant is not able to carry 
all tle goods necessary to meet the needs of his public, by far the 
greater part of that inability lies straight at the door of the buying 
public itself.
